“TYPHOON IN THE PHILIPPINES 


KILLS 400; LOSS $5,000,000. 


Thousands of Houses Razed and Vessels 
Are Sunk with Crews--Américans as 
Well as Natives Suffer. 


MANILA, Oct. 18.—The typhoon which 
ewept several of. the islands of the Philip- 
pine group on Oct. 16 caused many deaths 
and heavy damage to property. 

A telegram received here by the military 
authorities estimates that 400 persone were 
killed and that damage amounting to $5,000,- 
000 was done in the Island of Cebu, 

The typhoon was of hurricane force and

SHEDS SOME LIGHT 
ON HOSPITAL DEAL 


Frank Says Proposals and 
Plats Were Arranged In 
His Father's Office. 


COUNTY HEAD NOT AROUND 


Report Heard That Coleman Is to 
Be Slugged for Revealing 
inside Secrets. 


OFFICIALS TOLD TO “KEEP QUIET” 


Frank 8. Bartzen implicated himself and 
his father, Peter Bartzen, president of the 
county board, yesterday in the scandal over- 
shadowing the county’s attempted purchase 
of a branch hospital site. He admitted the 
proposals for the sale to the county and the 
accompanying plats showing the property's 
location and area were ‘‘ fixed up in the 
Bartzen contracting office on Lincoln avenue. 

This in part confirms the statement of Ed- 
ward Coleman, former estimator of the Bart- 
zen contracting firm. He said he, as an em- 
ployé of the Bartzens, dictated the wording 
of the proposals and drew the plats in the 
Bartzen office on Bartsen paper and on in- 
formation supplied by the Bartzens. A rumor 
was current that Mr. Coleman is to be slugged 
because of the information regarding the 
deal he has made public. 


Peter Bartzen Not Around. 

While Frank was in the county building 
talking. his father was not to be found. He 
was not in his county bullding office, nor 
could he be found at his campaign office nor 
at Democratic headquarters. It Was reported 
that he is preparing an explanation ot his 
connection with the trangaction which will 
de given out for publication in the Sunday 
newspapers , 

Frank Bartsen and a friend appeared at 
the county butiding early in the afternoon 
and it was reported in various places that 
they were looking for trouble and hoping 
a certain newepaperman would ask them 
“impertinent questions.“ Finally Frank 
was asked what he would say about the scan- 
dal. 

There's nothing to it, he replied. 

Asked if the proposals and plats were made 
in hie office he replied: 

Les, they were fixed up there, but what 
of it? Waen’t that all right? This man 
Coleman once worked for me. He was dis- 
charged and now he's talking.“ 


Accommodation for Carmody. 

Frank refrained from entering into ex- 
planations or detaile. He gave the im- 
pression, although he did not epeak it ott 
plainiy, that the proposals and plats were 
prepared in the Bartzen office as an accom- 
modation to John Carmody, the blacksmith, 
who technically signed the proposals to sell 
ten acres for $28,000 to the county. 

Carmody did not own the land. He claimed 
to have an option on it from the La Bahn 
estate. Mr. Coleman says the option price 
was $2,000 an acre, which on ten acres would 
make a rakeoff of $8,000. 

Peter Bartzen originally started the scan- 
dal by charging that Carmody said that 
County Commissioner Harris had asked for 
a bribe of $8,000 from Carmody. 


Investigate County Records. 

Cole man says Carmocy Was en agent of the 
Bartzens in the whole trdnsaction. A men 
has been busy for the last two or three 
days investigating county records with refer- 
ence to the property and the LaBahn estate. 
The man has declined to say who he is work- 
ing for. 

It is reported the ‘investigator has been 
employed by the Bartzens or their friends. 
The option of Carmody was obtained from 
only one of the five original heirs, of whom 
one has died recently. His heirs now have 
claimg upon the estate. Because of this com- 
plication it is contended there was some flaw 
in the option Carmody is said to have ob- 
tained. The porsible establishment of the 
claim of an illega! option, it is argued in the 
county building, would be of advantage only 
to those who are now on thedefensive. Bart- 
zen’s friends have been trying to persuade 
county commissioners from talking. 


“Gag” on Fublicity Urged. 

1 have been requested by two candi- 
dates for office not to talk.“ said County 
Commissioner Sultan during the day. They 
argued that more airing of this bribery scan- 
dal would surely injure the Democratic 
ticket. One of these men I know qu'te well 
and I asked him if Bartzen sent him. He 
replied the county head wanted the talking 
stopped. 

Another commissioner told me he had 
been requested to let up. The rest of the com- 
missioners can do what they like. Bartzen 
gave a story to his particular newspaper as- 
gerting that eight county commissioners had 
been attempting to collect graft on the pur- 
chase of the branch hospital site. Bartzen 
refused in board meeting to name the com- 
missioners. Thereby he denied the right of 
defense to each of the eight. If I am not ac- 
cused, why can't he be @ genticman and say 


ne meant me? 


„ Bartzen should not be elected. Why, 
then, should I refrain from protecting my 
own reputation in order to ald him in being 
retlected? I dont know what his connection 
was in this deal. If I did I would give it to 
the public.“ 


Inquiry Still On. 

The inquiry in the state's attorney's office 
is Still in the hands of Assistant Prosecutor 
Arnold. He has not completed his work. 
No information was obtainable during the 
day when he will make his report. Mr. Way- 
man has indicated he will wait for the re- 
port before acting.

SOFIA, Oct. 18.—The Bulgarian army today 
occupied Kourtkala, an important strategic 
point in European Turkey twenty miles north- 
west of Adrianople. 


Reports Capture of Town. 
BELAVRADE, Servia, Oct. 18.—There was 
firmed report that Servians had captured 
Pristina. a town of 15,C00 inhabitants in the 
Vilayet of Kossovo. Turkey; but the only 
authentic information concerning the move- 
ments of the army received was that the 
Servians had entered Old Servia and were 
advancing in the direction of Uskup. It Is 
doubtful, therefore, that they have reached 
Pristina. : 


Proclaim War in Athens. 

ATHENS, Oct. 18—The foreign minister 
at the sitting of the chamber of deputies this 
afternoon announced that Greece had de- 
clared war against Turkey. He added that 
up to the last moment Turkey had mace all 
kinds of efforts and held out all sorts of 
promises to have Greece break away from 
the Balkan confeceration. 

Premier Venizoios read to the deputies a 
message from King George in which his 
majesty said that the sufferings of their 
oppressed brethren had forced the Balkan 
states to recourse to arms. The premier also 
read a telegram from Crown Prince Con- 
‘stantine reporting that the Greek army had 
entered Turkish territory. 

When the premier had concluded, the min- 
ister of war rose and annouficed the de- 
parture of the Greek fleet. He #aid it was the 
one great wish of the Greek sailors to see the 
Turkish fleet leave its moorings. 


Heavy Fighting During Day. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 18.—Heavy 
fighting is reported to have been in progress 
throughout the day in the region about Kirk- 
Kilesseh, northeastward of Adrianople. 
Large forces were engaged on both sides. 

An official] report tssued tonight says that 
the Greek army has attacked the Turks in 
the region of Meluna Pass and that the 
battle continues. Meluna Pass is on the 
northeastern frontier of Greece. and just 
south of Elassona, Turkey.

LONDON, Oct. 18.—A dispatch received in 
London and vouched for by tpe Greek min- 
ister here makes the extraordinary. state- 
ment that Turkish army doctors have gone 
to Janina, in the southern part of Albania.

HOPES TO LEAVE MONDAY 


Expresses Belief That He Will Re- 
enter Campaign in the 
Closing Week. 


CONFERS WITH GOV. JOHNSON 


Theodore Roosevelt yesterday beganften- 
tative preparations for leaving Mercy hos- 
pital. His condition was such that at noon 
his physicians did net think it necessary 
to give out a bulletin. He was abie to sit 
up for an hour during the afternoon. A 
little later, propped up on pillows in his 
bed and talking to a group of the reporters, 
who have accompanied him on many of his 
campaign tours, he indulged in a little mono- 
logue on How it feels to be shot,“ in 
which he described his own sensations dur- 
ing and after John Schrank’s attempt on 
his life in Milwaukee. 

The question of when the colonel may 
leave the city has been formally passed 
up to the physicians by the colonel. He 
wants to be on his way to Oyster Bay by ~ 
tomorrow noon. ‘The doctors expressed the 
opinion thet he ought not to leave before 
Monday or Tuesday. It is likely that a com- 
promise will be effected between these three 
days. At any rate, the colonel hopes to 
resume active campaigning week after next. 

The colonel’s condition as reported by his 
nurse late in the evening was normal as to 
temperature. 


Colonel Tells of Shooting. 
‘rhe colonel was able to receivea number of

“TI feel as lively as a bulldog,” said the 
colonel, opening his talk tothereporter. He 
was sitting in a huge leather chair by a Win- 
dow in Mrs. Roosevelt's room, adjoining his 
own. He was wrapped in a blue bathrobe of 
Turkish toweling with a steamer rug thrown 
over his feet to protect him froni the autumn 
breeze which was borne in through the open 
window. 

What seemed to impress the patient most 
was not the shooting itself—he seemed to 
accept that as a thing of the past to be dis- 
missed once it was over—but rather his hour 
on the stage of the Milwaukee Auditorium 
when he was speaking with a bullet in his 
side. But he insisted that to make the speech 
was only what any other man would have 
done under the circumstances. 


Describes Making of Speech. 

It was nothing—nothing,’’ he sald. “T 
felt a little pain, but it was not severe. When 
I stretched out my arm or reached for my 
manuscript it made me gasp a bit, but that 
was all. 

‘It was quite amusing,” he went on, 
‘‘ when I reached for my manuscript to see it 
had a hole in it from the bullet, and there 
was a hole in my spectacle case, too 

The colonel chuckled as he recalled the gur- 
prise he had felt at his discovery. 

* Amusing, did you say, colonel?’ asked 
one of his hearers 

Well,“ he qualified, it was interesting. 

He showed no indication that he had felt 
the fear of death. He said he had no means 
of knowing, as he delivered the speech he had 
promised to make, whether he was wounded 
fatally, but accepted as a matter of course 
that he should go on until he had finished if 
his strength held out. 

But when it was all over and he had turned 
away to go to the hospital he said he found {ft 
difficult to keep his temper when half a dozen 
men scrambled over the edge of the platform 
and asked him to shake hands. 


Feels No Bitterness for Schrank. 

“They wanted to shake hands,“ he said, 
as if it still surprised him. Didn't they. 
know it is impossible for a man who has juat 
been shot to shake hands with genuine cor- 
dlality?“ 

In speaking of the shooting itself, the 
colonel! did not mention the name of Schrank. 
He talked in an unemotional way of being 
shot, as if he were discussing the case of a 
man with whom he was not acquainted. He 
said he felt no bitterness or rancor. 

In a dispassionate way he spoke of his 
present condition, and speculated upon the 


chance that he would have blood poisoning or 


some other serious complication. The physi- 
clans thought he was getting well, he said, 
but they had told hint there still remained the 
chance of a setback. 

Then, he said, there was the possibility, the 
physicians had told him, that pleurisy or 
pneumonia might develop. Dr. Alexander 
Lambert, he asserted, had spoken of return- 
ing to New York today, but his associates 
asked him to remain, because they felt all 
danger was not past. 

The colonel said he felt no pain. He placed 
his right forefinger carefully on his breast 
to indicate the position of the wound, and 
044 that while he still had an occasional 
twinge to remind him of it, he was at ease. 


Hopes to Make Speeches. 

When talking he punctuated his retiarks 
with gestures, but they were not as vigorous 
as he is wont to make. The patient stiil 
has trouble with his broken rib, he said. 
His only apparent worry was lest the rib 
should not kn't quickly enough to permit 
him to make a few speeches in the closing 
days of the campaign. If ue took a deep 
breath, he explained, the edges parted. 

“If I can get that rid knit g the efgee. 
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hold,” he said, and it doesn’t pain me 
to take a deep breath, I hope to make some 
epeeches week after next.“ 

As his thoughts turned to the campaign 

Inis manner changed and his gestures became 
more vigorous. a 

„ They'll have to be short speeches at first, 
I suppose,” he continued, but I'll make 
some g od ones.” 

The colonel paused for a moment. He set 
his jaw hard and clenched his fist for the 
only time during the interview. 

I ask no quarter,” he said.

Of course 
it may be impossible.” 

The colonel spoke of the visit of Gov. John- 
gon in the afternoon. He eaid they had not 
“talked much politics.” 


Uses Sprig as Pointer. | 
rue effect of the patient's exertion was be- 
ginning to show itself. He spoke in tones in 
which there was a trace of weariness. He 
had plucked a little green sprig from a plant 
which some one had sent him. As he talked 
he held it by the leaves and used the stem as 
a pointer, thrusting it quickly at one after 
another of his interviewers to emphasize a 
point. At last he dropped the sprig and let 
his hands fall to his knees. It was his sign 
that the interview was over.

Mrs. Johnson 
did not go into the sick room at first, but 
100k a seat in the corridor.

Johnson Tells of Talk. 

The conference continued less than half an 
hour, but when the governor emerged his 
smile was lost in a determined look, a set 
brow and à vigorous step which betokened 
assurance and encouragement from his chief. 

He looks fine, he said. ‘'I told him so, 
and I also told him not to worry; that we 
were doing fine; that the people were awak- 

- ening to the fact our work was not a voice 
in the dark idly calling, but a challenge to 
them to arise to their own responsibilities. 

He laughed and told me I was making 
an argument to him in so speaking, and sug- 
gested I save that to give to my audience. 

J suggested that he be in no hurry to get 
away from the hospital. I tried not to ~ 
cite him, but when we talked we got to fee 
ing pretty strongly and Mrs. Roosevelt and 
Mrs. Johnson had to stop us.” 


Shakes Policeman’s Hand. 

After the departure of the governor mat- 
ters resumed their unéventful routine. Po- 
idiceman J. W. Tomney, the guard outside, 
opened the door to call Miss Roosevelt, who 

had joined her mother. 

“Come right in,” called the colonel, and 
Tomney went in and shook hands with the 
patient. 

A man giving his name as Etienne La Tour- 
olle asked that Col. Roosevelt be measured.

DESPITE PROTESTS 


Californian Watched Over by 
Police, Although He Would 
“Go It Alone.” 


SEES CHIEF IN HOSPITAL. 


Sounds Battle Call at Two Big 
Meetings; Urges Progres- 
sives to Activity. 


Gov. Hiram W. Johnson, Progressive can- 
didate for vice president, protested in vain 
yesterday against a squad of police and a 
detail of detectives protecting him during 
hie speechmaking tour of Chicago. 

Although the Californian spurned Chief of 
Police McWeeny’s suggeetion that he be 
carefully guarded, the chief hed his men 
follow the candidate wherever he went. 
When the governor spoke at the Garrick 
theater at noon a dozen bluecoats were in 
the lobby and prevented overcrowding of 
the theater. Inside a policemen stood at the 
head of every aisle. Plain clothes men were 
scattered about the house. 

The same precautions were taken when 
Gov. Johnson spoke at the Calumet theater 
in South Chicago at night. When he visited 
Col 
also trailed his automobile. They refused 
to leave him until he retired at the Black- 
stone hotel at midnight. 


Urges Progressives to Activity. 

In his noonday talk Gov. Johnson called on 
all Chicagoans ineympathy with the Progres- 
give cause to redouble their efforts that all 
might share some of the burdens temporarily 
laid down by Col. Roosevelt. He notified 
hie hearers, however, the colonel was not 
asking or showing quarter in the fight. 

Col. Roosevelt’s two daughters, Mrs. Alice 
Longworth and Miss Ethel Roosevelt, were 
interested spectators at the noonday meeting. 
They smiled their appreciation and applaud- 
ed when Gov. Johnson declared the colonel 
to be “the best two fisted fighter the world 
ever had known“ and a man who gets 
there when he starts. 

Truste and regulations were discussed by 
the governor in his night address to a crowd. 
largely composed of industrial workers. He 
insisted that regulation by commission is the 
real solution of the problem. This position 
also wae taken by Francis J. Heney at the 
Garriek theater rally. 


Takes Up Trust Regulation.

Chicagoan Blames Men Like

Washington. D. C., Oct. 18.—For the first 
time since its investigagion began the senate 
campaign fund committee today secured a 
copy of a list of contributors to the much 
disputed 1904 Republican campaign fund. 

Elmer Dover, who was secretary of the 
1904 Republican committee, put the list in 
evidence, saying it had been copied from the 
private memorandum book of the late Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss. treasurer of the committee. 

Dover told the investigators he believed 
that in many instances the list was inaccu- 
rate and ambiguous, owing to typographical 
errors. It totaled $2,280,018, and showed 
practically all of the contributions to the 
1904 fund which have been mentioned in the 
committee investigation. 

The list credited J. P. Morgan & Co. with 
two contributions, one of $100.000 and one of 
$50,000, A contribution of $100,000 appeared 
on the list from H. H. R.“ and J. D. W.“ 
Mr. Dover told the committee he supposed 
the H. H. R.“ stood for H. H. Rogers of 
the Standard Ol company and that the J.

Dewey, and which was expended by us in the 
rest of the state. 

“I felt that it was necessary to spend so 
considerable a sum in the Ninth distrſet be- 
cause of vertain personal relationships be- 
tween some of the Roosevelt and some of 
the Taft people in the Cistrict. 


Not with Harvester Trust.

HEN a bullet wound has ripped 
up the muscle and tissues the 
remnants must be got rid of. As 
the broken down tissue and co- 
agulated blood is taken up by the 

blood it is transported to all parts of the 
body before it is thrown out as body 
waste. As it comes in contact with the 
nerve center that presides over tempera- 
ture it poisons it somewhat, and some 
fever results. 

Absorption from an aseptic wound may 
cause the temperature to go to 9944 or 
maybe 100. If the temperature goes 
much over these figures it means bacteria 
are destroying an excessive amount of 
tissue, and this destroyed tissue, having 
been absorbed, is a poison to the heat 
centers. If the temperature in this pa- 
tient goes to 101 or over it will mean in- 
fection. 

Shock, or absorption, or both, will send 
the pulse up say ten beats, but if it goes 
up more than twenty beats it means in- 
fection.

Bullets as they leave a pistol are sterile. 
The explosion sterilizes them, but as they 
tear through clothes, skin, and tissue they 
sometimes carry in different sorts of 
germs. 

The wonderful leucocytes.can whip out 
and eat up a fair number of germs. 
Therefore it is unwise to probe a wound 
or try to find a bullet, or to try to remove 
it. Given a chance, Nature will take 
care of the infection around a bullet as 
well as the injured tissues, nine times out 
of ten, with no worse effect than local 
soreness, a degree of fever, and increase 
of ten beats in the pulse and of 1,000 in 
the leucocytes. A probe, pushing arouna, 


‘opening up closed lymph and blood ves- 
‘vels, injuring tissue, 
‘may be just the straw which turns the 


carrying infection, 


tide of war against the leucocytes. 
| — 
If the lencocytes increase the fever 


goes up, the picture of infection develops. 
Then the wound should be opened up and 


drained—but not until then. Nor is it 
good judgment to remove bullets soon 
after an injury. If Nature is given a 
chance it will wall off the bullet and make 
it safe. If; in time, it presses on nerves 
or gets in the way it can be ey 
but that fs a different matter. 

There is no danger from the lead in 
the bullet, for very soon the lead has 
been covered over by a wall through 
which absorption cannot occur. There is 
no danger from poisaned bullets. Ji 
poison had been placed on the bullet it 


would have been burned off or rubbed off 


before it got through the clothes and 
skin. The danger from bullets is not chem- 
ical in nature.

ING GEORGE has been spending the 
greater part of the present week, |! 
accordance with his annual custom, 
at Houghton hall, in Norfolkshire, as 
thé guest of the Countess of Strafford, 


formerly Mra. Samuel Colgate of New Tork 


and born and educated as Miss Cora Smith at 
New Orleans, her present and third husband 
being Martyn T. Rennard. 

Lady Strafford and Martyn Kennard rent 
the Houghton hall estate, with its shooting, 
which is reputed as of the finest in Eng- 
land, from the Marquis of Cho!mondeley. 

It came into the possession of the peer's 
family through the marriage of the third 
Earl of Cholmondeley with Mary Walpole, 
only daughter of the first Earl of Orford. 


It is an immense Biase. and requires a 


large income to keep it up. There are nearly 
400 rooms, and so great was the amount of 
money swallowed up in building the mansion 
that Lord Orford insisted on the destruction 
of all the bills and accounts connected with 
its construction. 

It is generally understood to have cost 
about $5,000.000, which, with the increase 
in the value of money, would represent about 
three times that amount today. 

The park is somewhat flat, with several 
fine avenues of superb old cedars, and with- 
in its precincts is the church in which, re- 
poses the body of the great Sir Robert Wal- 
pole, with [by his desire] no monument to 
his memory. 

The mansion itself is bullt of freestone, 
with two principal ffonts, ornamented at 
each end with a cupola, while the wings, 
which contain the offices, are connected with 
the front by handc’some colonnades. 

— 

Forming practically a square of nearly 200 
feet in every dfrection there is something 
solid, yet not in the least clumsy or heavy, 
about the architecture of this, probably the 
finest country house in England, the en- 
trance to which is by the east door, though 
the west or garden front is the more at- 
tractive of the two, with its colonnade on 
each side, and its statues over the center. 

This was originally the principal entrance, 
to which access was had by a magnificent 
double flight of marble steps and marble 
dalustrade. 

These were gambled away dy the spend- 
thrift, George Walpole, Earl of Orford, who 
staked them one night at a game of cards 
played at Houghton hall, and lost them. 

The winner claimed them, and had them 
carted away a few days afterward, and they 
have never since been replaced, nor has the 
vacant space been filled up. 

. o- 

This same Ear! of Orford, in order to raise 
the necessary money to pay his gambling 
debts, sold what was in those days the finest 
private collection of paintings in existence. 

They were purchased by Empress Cath- 
erine II. of Russia, and became the nucleus 
of the celebrated museum of paintings at the 
imperial Hermitage palace at St. Petersburg. 

There are still. however, some fine pic- 


tures left at Houghton hall, including a 


number of Vandykes and Reynoldses 

Among the features of the house are the 
oor and doorway leading from the great 
hall to the salon, the door being cut out of 
a solid piece of mahogany. It is stated that 
this door and doorway cost the great Sir 
Robert Walpole some $40,000.

B. F. HARRIS CALLS ROGSEVELT 
BEST FRIEND OF THE FARMER. 


Banker Praises Colonel's Efforts to Help 
Agriculture—Says Taft’s Views on 
Needs Are Misleading. 


Theodore Roosevelt's effort, while presi- 
dent, to reduce the farmers’ responsibility for 
the high cost of living by teaching them to 
increase yelds per acre was the greatest sin- 
gle aid to better farming, according to B. 
F. Harris, retiring president of the Ihinois 
Bankers’ association. Mr. Harris yester- 
day took issue with President Taft's recent 
letter to the governors in which he pro- 
posed to scale down the cost of living by re- 
ducing interest charged for farm loans. 

The banker said the president unintention- 
ally misled the public by his assertion that 
European farmers borrow money more 
cheaply than American farmers. 

Admitting the adoption of the French 
credit Foncier system and government and 
state regulation of mortgage loans might re- 
duce the farmers’ interest by $160,000,000. 
Mr. Harris argued this would only amount 


to 8 per cent of the total advance in the price 


of all agricultural products ir the last ten 
years. 

Zo we see,“ he added, “ it fe really to in- 
creased acre yields, through better farm 
methods, and building up a declining soll fer- 
tility that we must look for the real reduc- 
tions in cost.’’ 

Denying that, conditions considered, the 
American farmer pays more for hig money 
than the European farmer, he asserted that 
European acre yields are increasing and are 
about twice what they are in the United 
States. 

Farm demonstration work is true conser- 
vation, brings permanent methods and great- 
er yields, therefore it is fundamental and 
constructive,’ he said.

VOTING MACHINES 


Supreme ‘Tribunal Orders 
Election Board to Produce 
Device on Monday. 


WANT TO SEE IT WORK. 


Seeks to Find Out if Voter Can 
Cast Ballot in One Minute, 
as Required. 


The Supreme court of Illinols is to make 
a personal inspection on Monday of the Em- 
machine, which the election 
board is attempting to install in approxi- 
mately 400 precincts for the November elec- 
tion. 

The court yesterday granted the motion 
entered by Frank J. Loesch, attorney for the 
relators in the case of the people ex rel Mor- 
ton D. Hull and Franklin S. Catlin vs. the 
board of election commissioners and issued a 
peremptory order that the commissioners 
appear before the justices Monday morning 
with one of the machines and show just how 
it can be operated successfully within the 
statutory: time limit of one minute allowed 
to each voter. 


News Received with Joy. 

The receipt of the news from Springfield 
was received with joy by the opponents of 
the machines, who asserted their cause had 
been won and that it will be a physical im- 
possibility for the commissioners to make 
good. ‘They pointed to repeated tests made 
by men of high intelligence during the public 
demonstrations in which the time for pulling 
the levers to fit various conditions has varied 
from two minutes and fourteen seconds to 
three minutes and fifty seconds, 


Chief Points Raised. 

Two main contentions have been raised, 
one relating to the propriety of using any 
machines at all and the other questioning the 
Empire machine as one which complies with 
the law and requirements of the general 


election act. 


Involved in the first point ts the charge 
total 
outlay of $1,000,000 does not permit a voter 
to ‘“‘secratch’’ his ballot for presidential 
electors, and another that the use of the 
machines in certain precincts and not in all 
of them will involve the point that the elec- 
tion will not be uniform throughout cer- 
tain senatoria! districts. 

This means that in the Hull district in 
Hyde Park and in the Gatlin district in 
Lake View there will be machines in some 
precincts. and the paper ballots in others. 
It also is charged that the use of machines 
does not comply with the requirement of the 
general ballot law that ballot papers be fur- 
nished in each precinct. ; 


STATE COMMITTEE REPLACES 
FOUR ELECTORS FOR TICKET. 


Three National Bank Officials and Legis- 
lator Found Ineligible and Are 
Forced to Resign. 


Four of the Taft-Sherman presidential 
electore selected by the Republican state con- 
vention last April were forced to resign yes- 
terday, and substitutes were elected in their 
places by the Republican state committee in 
extraordinary session at the Hotel La Salle. 

The ruling of the legal department of the 
Republican national committee declaring 
that no national bank official should ‘be 
chosen as an elector was responsible for the 
shifting of three of the men on the list. The 
fourth, Charles Adkins of Bement, was re- 
placed because technically he is still speaker 
of the Illinois house of representatives 
will continue, by the legal construction of the 
situation, to be a legislator until his suc- 
cessor qualifies next January.

Weekly Comes Out for Roosevelt 
and Progressives. 


TWO EXPLANATIONS BADE. | 


Departing Editor Says a Curb Was 
Put on His Power. 


New York, Oct. 18.—[Special.}—Norman 
Hapgood has resigned as editor of Collier's 
Weekly. The resignation was handed to 
Robert J. Collier on Wednesday, to take ef- 
fect the following day. Collier's henceforth 
becomes a Progressive paper and will sup- 
port Col, Roosevelt instead of Gov, Wilson, 
as formerly. 

This change of political faith, however, is 
not the cause of Mr. Hapgood's resignation, 
agcording to the former editor. 

Mr. Hapgood said at his home tonight that 
he was not inclined to give the reason for 
his resignation unless Mr. Collier made pub- 
lic some definite reason. Messages passed 
between Mr. Collier’s home and Mr. Hap- 
good’s home, and Mr. Collier gave out a 
statement in which he said: 

Much of the quality for which Colliers 
has received praise has been due to Norman 
Hapgood’s high ard rare quality in American 
journalism of saying true things effectively. 
Colller's loses, and if honest journalism 
counts in America the country loses, by Nor 
man Hapgood's leaving Collier's.” 


Differ on Politics, Says Collier. 

This statement was sent to Mr. Hapgood’s 
home, and, on the assumption that this was 
all that Mr. Collier intended to say on the 
rubject, Mr. Hapgood prepared a short state- 
ment. 

But Mr. Collier, in handing out his state 
ment, amplified it orally. 

“I like Mr. Hapgood immensely,” he eald. 
I would rather be hurt myself than to hurt 
him, but unfortunately we differ on a question 
of politics.’’ 

He was asked if that meant that he would 
swing Collier’s to Col. Roosevelt.

His trip started with a visit to the Panama 
canal. “the greatest liberty man has ever 
taken with gature,“ he calls it. The stu- 
pendous engineering feats performed there 
made a deep impression on him, as did our 
efforts at rendering the work saniiary. 

He crossed the isthmus and went down the 
Pacific coast to Peru. There are some fine 
descriptions of the impressions made on him 
by the places down the line. Of Arequipa in 
Peru he gays: The brifant light and the 
dry, keen air are like the light and air of the 
east. But no eastern city has eround it a 
mountain landecape like this. One must 
place Tunis or Trebizond in the valley of 
Zermatt to get an impression of Arequipa 
as it stands, encircled by snow fields and 
mafeatic towers of rock.” 

He gives us gifmpees of ancient history in 
the land of the Incas, and descriptions of the 
archeological remains of that great and mve- 
terious civilization, tombe, and temples and 
walle, the raasonry of which excels that of 
tada for fine workmenahip and durability 

; — 

And on south the traveller goes to the 
shoestring republic of Chile, and here Mr. 
Bryce takes occasion to compare his young 
fellow countrymen in business in South

America with the Germans whom he ob- 
served there. 

fhe tendency toward political revolutions 
alto engaged his attention. 

War, be it civil or foreign, never leaves 
men the same as it found them, though 
the common assumption that it makes them elther 
stronger or wiser in the exercise of their strength 
fe as false as it is dangerous. If war, apart from 
the pure aim and high spirit for which it con- 
celvably may, but seldom has, been undertaken, 
elevates and ennobles as well as toughens the 
fiber of a nation, whet virtues ought It not to hare 
bred in these South American countries, where 
the lance was always glittering and the gunshot 
diways echoing? 

From Chile he made the passage through 
Magellan straits, touched the British settle- 
ment of the Falkland Islands, and then pro- 
ceeded up the Atlantic coast. Buenos Alres 
he found part Paris and part New York. 
Everyone stems to have money and to like 
spending it, and to have every one else know 
it ig being spent. Betting on races is a 
favorite amusement. The commerce is im- 
mense and is growing. He was impressed 
with the docking and other facilities. In 
its best and its worst parts the city re- 
sembles Paris. Its reputed cosmopolitan 
character he did not find. 


_ 

His comparison of the various parts of the 
republic with different sections of the United 
States, is apt and valuable to the recorder. 
The chief difference ig in the manner of 
settlement, While in the United States and 
Canada the land has been taken up in smali 
parcels by farmers in Argentine it hag fallen 
into the hands of a few large holders. This 
results in but two classes of people, rich 
landholderg and poor laborers. 

There is a heavy immigration and the birth 

rate among these is much heavier ‘than 
among the natives. The character of the 
Itallans there allowe them to become soon 
thoroughly Argentized. From a religious 
point of view the republic is liberal and 
broad. minded, he notes, but does not con- 
nect with this fact the increase of anarchistic 
sentimente among the immigrants from Italy 
and Spain. 

Of Uruguay he has many good things to 
say. The smaliest of the republics, it is flat, 
arable, and every acre is productive. There 
is less wealth and pretension than in Argen- 
tina, but the people are proud of their land. 
Revolutions are most common, but if the 
government gets wind of a plot it tries to 
seize the conspirators’ horses. If it gets 
them the revolution comes to naught. But 
these incessant insurrections do not seem to 
retard Uruguay’s prosperity. 

A goodly section of the work is devoted to 
Brazil, with its 3,300,000 square miles, greater 
territory than the United States. He visited 
only the coast. As in his descriptions of 
other republics, he makes comparisons with 
what he knows of our country. It has more 
land available for human occupation than 
any other country in the world. The Bra- 
zillans as a race are modified by the aé- 
mixture with the native Indians and the im- 
ported Africans. No sentiment of race re- 
pulsion opposes this admixture. Like other 
South Americans, the Brazilian are proud 
of their democratic idealism. Mr. Bryce 
doubts whether it would be best for the coun- 
try to experience sudden great industrial 
development; he doubts the wisdom of it in 
any country, even in our own. 

There is not room here to quote from his 
chapters on the relations of the races in South 
America, the rise of new nations, his com- 
parison of South with North America, or 
political conditions.

When they are both perfectly miserable 
there arrives post haste the lady novelist 
and her husband with the alarming news 
that the curate was a sham curate, thus mak- 
ing a honeymoon not an immediate necessity. 
Flora seizes this golden reapite and declares 
she will not marry Cedric at all. Business of 
everybody being upet. Wente finally come 
around giving Cedric an opportunity to lie 
to Flora and clear himself, which he does 
lies like a trooper. And all the time Flora 
knows it. Here is where the ordinary reader 
becomes quite alarmed, hecause thers are 
only a few more pages to go, and a lie seems 
the last thing to straighten out the situation 
and allow the curtain to go down on the 
“ comedy,” which the title page declares it. 
But there is no need for worry; it is the lle 
that captures Flora and sets the honeymoon 
in motion again. It is a delightfully clever 
bit of work, glimpsing an old subject from 
a different angle and casting penetrating 
shafts of satire against the bulwarks of our 
smug conventions. (George H. Doran com- 
pany, New York.) 

“ RUTHERFORD AND SON,’ by Githa 
Sowerby, is a stern, unrelenting tragedy of 
realism, It traces. with the inevitable finger 
of fate, the natural outcome of certain causes 
set at work consciousiy. There is no last 
page relenting, no final reconciMation to 
clear things up and let the curtain go down 
happily. The man who has worked his wil! 
abides by the result; he reaps exactly what 
he sowed. Rutherford is a master business 
man; he has big glass works for which he 
cares more than for anything else. His 
business is his creation and he loves it be- 
cause he is master; everything is devoted to 
the firm; his children are all sacrificed to 
ite interest; they are robbed of all they wish 
ir. life in order to fit into what he has made 
the scheme of things. So it ie a hard, un- 
lovely, disgruntled household he has, which, 
nevertheless, revolves unquestioningly, even 
while hating itself, about him and his every 
wish as the center Of the universe. Finally, 
his high handed waye become Insupportable 
anch revolt comes. But, even then. his power 
holds and the revolt is of the absentee va- 
rletyhis sons and his daughters leave him 
alone, his whole life struggle empty of aim. 
All he has left is his son's unwelcome wife, 
his grandchild, and the bargain that is driv- 
en. It. s a grim picture, a bitter leeron—and 
it is well done. Every bit of it is instinct 
with dramatic tenseness and yet it is the 
drama of the real, the commonplace. (George

“Riding and Driving 
for Women. 


BY JEANNETTE L. GILDER. 
IsS BELLE BEACH'S book on 
„ RIDING AND DRIVING FOR 
WOMEN ” (Scribner) will be pub- 
lished in the present month. Miss 
Beach is perhaps the most accom- 
plished horsewoman in the world, certainly 
in this country, and what she says is by the 
card. Her mother was a famous horse- 
woman, 80 it runs lu the blood. Agreat many 
people will be surprised to find that so ex- 
pert a horsewoman as Miss Beach is a strong 
“advocate of the side saddle. She believes 
that women get a better grip on their horses 
with the side saddle than in riding astride, 
which latter mode she regards as more or 
less of a fad, though she admits that there 
are times when it is better. Coming from 
so eminent an authority on the subject, all of 
your readers who are interested in horseman- 
ship will want to hear Miss Beach’s argu- 
ments. She writes: 

The average woman is not built for cross saddle 
riding; her legs from the knee up are too short, 
her thighs are too thick, her hips tod big, and 
she is cushioned too high to enable her to keep 


close down with the required firmness on the 


saddle. The side saddle certainly inaures «a 
stronger seat, expecially im all cases of piteh- 
ing forward, as, for instance, with a stumbling 
horse or @ kicking one, or on landing after a jump. 
With safety skirts and safety stirrups the danger 
from dragging ‘ie obviated amd this, the only seri- 
ous danger in the use of the side saddle, is more 
than offset, in my judgment, by the great danger 
of a woman being thrown because of her insecure 
seat in a man’s saddle. 

Many claim that the cross saddle is safer than 
the side saddle in case of ea rearing horse falling 
over backward. I do not agree with this, for in the 
first place many good men riders have suffered 
shocking accidente in thie way and when riding in 
the crosa saddle, unless the rider succeeds in throw- 
ing himself clear from the horas, he is almost sure 
to have one leg broken. On the other hand with a 
side saddle if the horse comes down on hie offside 
there is no danger from broken leg. 

Another matter upon which Miss Beach 
differs with many people is concerning 
docking horses. 

The operation, when properly done by a 
competent man, causes almost no pain to the 
horse, is done quickly, and has no after ill 
effects. With regard to brushing off flies, this 
argument would be quite good if horses were 
‘left out in the fields without anything on 
them, but to use it with regard to the driving 
horses of persons of means is perfectly 
ridiculous. When a horse is harnessed he 
cannot possible use his tail to brush off the 
flies. 

A long tailed horse is almost sure, however 
careful the driver may be, to get his tall over 
at least one of the reins. 

Many serious accidents have been caused by long 
talled horses catching the refine. I do not, there- 
fore, consider it safe for a women to drive a long 
tatied horse of any spirit. 

Of course, roadsters or trotting horses never 
should have their tails docked, ner should thorough- 
breds of polo ponies; and many hunters do not. 

But when a woman drives any of these long tailed 
horses she is taking risks which she had better 
avoid, 

As for looks, she thinks there can be no 
question. The docked horse ig always the 
smarter looking. ;

Amelia Sumers 
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Symphony Concerts 
| Begin Auspiciously.

EVERAL important things were accom- 
plished at the first matinée of the Thomas 
orchestra's twenty-second season yester- 
day in Orchestra hall. All of them were 
to be deduced from the selection and ar- 

rangement of the program. That the season of 
serious music-making might begin earnestly yet 
genially, Mr Stock chose for the opening num- 
bers the D major suite of Bach and the B flat 
major symphony of Beethoven. In tribute to 
the memory of Massenet the suite from the in- 
cidental music to the De Lisle antique tragedy 
“Les Erinnyes” was included. That the new 
concert master, Mr. Harry Weisbach, might de 
introduced favorably, the Meditation from 
the same master’s opera Thais” was added 28 
an encore. And, finally, that the orchestral 
tests supplied by the classic numbers might be 
supplemented with works from the modern 
repertory, the prelude to “ Lohengrin” and the 
finale from Das Rheingold” were presented. 

As evidence that the various purposes of the 
program were fulfilled, it must be recorded, fur- 
ther, that the audience received its several of- 
ferings with every manifestation of cordial 
approval, Mr. Stock was warmely greeted when 
he first appeared, and at the conclusion of each 
division of the program there was generous ap- 
plause. Mr. Weisbach was obliged to repeat 4 
portion of the “ Meditation,” and Mr. Steindel's 
performance of the “Elegy” was similarly re- 
warded. Even the austerities of Bach and 
Beethoven were not permitted to pass without 
expressions of appreciation, the air from th 
suite and the finale of the symphony being pa 
ticularly sucé€essful. 

— 


Since the young concert master is the con- 
spicuous figure of the moment, detailed com- 
ment on the program should first concern him. 
The saccharine melody of Massenet offers no 
searching test of a violinist’s ability, yet as an 
/ example of the incidental solos that form a 
“part of the concert master’s duties, it is typical. 
Tone and style are its requisites, and Mr. Weis- 
bach possesses both. The tone is small but of 
exquisite quality. The style, as far as yester- 
day's performance revealed it, is simple and free 
from all sentimentality. : 

As to the orchestral standards of the first 
concert, it must be confessed that they were at 
times below the significant moments of former 
peasons. The faults are concerned chiefly with 
the first violins, and they are not sufficiently 
important to merit lengthy discussion. It is 
certain that they will pass with a few weeks 
of rehearsal. A slight lack of rhythmical una- 
nimity was the most conspicuous shortcoming 
and its effect was to mar the purity of the 
tone. Also the conductor seemed to experience 
some @ifficulty in persuading the first violins to 
play a real planissimo, which caused the great 
“anticipation” in the first movement of the 
symphony to lose something of its wonted ef- 
fectiveness and similarly marred the beginning 
and the close of the “Lohengrin” prelude. 

The second violins, however, are fully up to 
the Thomas standard, and the same may be 
said of the other string sections. The brasses 
have been strengthened by a remarkable first 
trumpeter, Mr. Edward Llewellyn. The wood 
wind choir has known no change and remains 
the same incomparable body of players. Other 
additions to the orchestra are as follows: r. 
L Moskowits and Mr. A. Schmidt, first violins; 

FT. Du Moulin, cello; Mr. O. Wemheuer, bass; 
RR. Kuss, third trombone.

Mr. Stock has prepared a most interesting 
list of novelties for the season. It has especial 
significance in that it will include more compo- 
sitions by British and American composers 
than have been heard in previous years. It will 
be noted that Busoni is listed with the Ger- 
mans.

German is a wonderful language, for it is, in- 
deed, a curious and interesting sight tio an 
American strolling around Munich, Berlin, or 
any other German city of a morning to see the 
little children running merrily along on their 
way to school hauling their first readers with 
them in little red wagons. They must use the 
little red wagons because, although ‘the first 
readers contain but a few words, the words 
are of such length that the dear little children 
could not carry their first readers in one hand 
as do our happy little ones here at home. 

If we were to follow the children into their 
schoolroom we would see that the teacher does 
not use a ruler with which to punish the naughty 
ones. O, no, indeed. If a German child whis- 
pers or eats an apple in school, the teacher mere- 
ly ‘reaches into his desk and takes out some such 
word as  Gemetndekrankenversicherung and 
whacks the bad pupil over the head. This 
word, you observe, is not only heavier than any 
ordinary ruler, but also with it the dear teacher 
can teach a little pupil in the very farthest cor- 
ner of the room. 

— 


As we stroll along any street in the university 
towns we are more and more impressed with the 
long, deadly words of the German language. 
Here, for instance, in this lovely little glade 
under the great linden trees we see two students 
fehting a bloody duel. Naturally, we suppose 
they would be fighting with swords, but, O! 
not so. They have far deadlier weapons, for 
they are using as lethal weapons the German 
words Mittelniederdeutsches and Amtshaupt- 
mannschaft. Ah! how the long, terrible words 
flash in the air and see how they strike ‘ire as 
they clash together. But, look, one of the stu- 
dents by a terrific blow has broken the wéapon 
of the other. See, the word Amtshauptmann- 
schaft has a nick in the third syllable, and now 
it is broken short off at the last h, and the first 
student having the second at his mercy jabs his 
weapon into his victim's body clear up to the 
first t. 

Let us continue the study of the German 
language before gazing at the peéple or the 
houses. As we walk along this street in Berlin 
we suddenly hear the sound of heavy blows.

We think at first that a mob must be battering 
in the great gates of the palace, but. no. It js 
merely the kaiser knocking two syllables out of 
the word Militarjustizverwaltung.

O., look! see 
the careless soldier turning carelessly has 
smashed the sharp ends of the word into the 
plate glass windows on both sides of the street. 
What is the word, you ask. 
It is Gerichtsverfassungsgesetz.

You can see from this brief survey of the 
German language that it is quite difficult for 
foreigners to acquire. To speak German fluent- 
ly one must have strong teeth and jaws. 
Teachers finding you are interested in German 
may try to induce you to learn the language in 
six lessons of classroom work or by the corre- 
spondence method. Whatever eise you do, do 
not study German by the correspondence meth- 
od, for the postage on German words would be 
something enormous. Even if sent by freight 
the charges would be more than you would care 
to pay. 

The phonograph method, by which you hear 
the words of a language repeated over and over 
until they are engraved deep in your memory, 
will not do for the German language. We tried 
a single record on our phonograph, and the poor 
machine did very well until it came to the word 
Staatsangehorigkeitsanweise. It sawed painful- 
ly through the first half of the word, making a 
noise like a rip saw sawing a log of Georgia 
pine with a federal cannonball in the center. 
The noise was deafening, but we hoped the 
faithful little phonograph would get through; 
but it struck a knot in the last part of the word 
and was torn all to pieces. 

— 

Let us now look around us and see something 
of the German people. As we are now passing 
this great university, let us step in and see 
the students at play. We find them all in a 
great building, where they are busy dueling, 
this being the favorite German game, taking 
the place of such popular sports as iawn tennis, 
golf, croquet, draw poker, and button, button, 
try. 

Watching the students as they slash vicious- 
ly at each, other with their swords or long 
words—whichever they fancy to use— we see 
that one of the players has just had the tip of 
his nose sliced off. That makes him forty love. 
In a minute more a piece of his right ear is 
néatly amputated, which scores him three up 
with two to play. He jabs his opponent under 
the eye and cuts a pretty gash down to the chin. 
He is now vantage-all, but his opponent cun- 
ningly nips off a section of his forehead, which 
counts the same as a ten full on treys. 

After a student gets out of the university his 
face looks like a map of Chicago traced with 
the proposed routes of the new subway. The 
student likes this, however, and he is called by 
a German word four feet long which means 
“jolly little college cut-up.” 

This brief introduction to our breakfastlogue 
series on Germany has taken up about all the 
time we can conveniently take from the ham 
and eggs this morning and we will therefore 
conclude after the announcement that next 
week we will consider other phases of life in 
the empire of the kaiser.

Big Fund for Church Extension. 


Louisville, Ky., Oct. 18.— High water mark in 
the funds of the board of church extension of 
the American Christian Missionary society. was 
announced at the session of the society here 
today in connection with the international con- 
vention of the Disciples of Christ.

O many women, and even growing girls, 
have written to me requesting a formula 
for reducing their thick lips, that I have 
tsken the time to study the cause of 
thickened lips and find out a prevention 

and cure for the defect. 

The law of perfect beauty requires that the 
mouth (that most expressive and eloquent fea- 
ture of the human face divine) should be of me- 
dium size, smaller in women than in man. 

The curve of the upper lip is said to have 
furnished the ancient Greek artists with a 
model for the bow of Cupid. The line must ex- 
tend beyond the lower lip, which must, however 
be more fully developed and rounded, turning 
outward, so as to leave between it and the chin 
a graceful curved hollow. 

The teeth should be small, rounded, and per- 
fectly even and white. 

Naturally lovely red lips are beautiful, and 
girls seem to think that biting the lips 
makes them red. That is a mistake. Although 
biting the lips reddens them for a little while, 
the after effect is just the reverse of red; they 
become dry and pale.

As soon as the cream 
forms a ring around the pan and the undulations 
on the surface look thick it is done. Then re- 

move it from the fire into the dairy, and let tt it 
remain for twenty-four hours, or, in cold 
weather, thirty-six; then skim it for use.

A book of 1635 gives a recipe for a flavored 
clouted cream, which is heated but not boiled, 
and then allowed to stand twenty-four hours. 
Then follows. the statement: 

“Serve it in a cream dfsh to eat with frulta 
Many people prefer it without any flavor but 
that of cream, in which case use a quart of 
new milk and a quart of cream, or do it as the 
Devonshire ‘scalded cream. When done enough 
a round mark will appear on the surface of the 
cream, the size of the bottom of the pan it ts 


done in, which in the country they call the 


ring: and when that is seen remove the pan 
from tho fire.” 

CLOUTED CREAM (Mrs. Glasse, about 1760). 
—Take four quatts of new milk from the cow: 
put it in a bread earthen pan, and let it stand 
until the next day. Thin put it over a slow fire 
for half an hour; make it nearly hot, to set the 
cream. Then put it away till it is cold. and take 
the cream off and beat it smooth with a spoon.’ 
It is accounted in the west of England fine for 


tea or coffee, or to put over fruit tarts or pies. 


It is not accounted fine for tea or coffee 
today, because it is too nearly Iike butter, about 
half way between butter and whipped cream.

Cornish man, but 2 is a native of Bath) had 
just made fifty pounds of plum jam when she 
left home, by a method which she considers 
superior to others, since it is so much quicker, 
and the jam will keep a year so made, if it gets 
a chance, but “it does - so fast.” 


The method is good for or at fruits except straw- 
berries and other juicy ones; good for’ plum, 
blackberry, apple, and gooseberry. The fruit is 
boiled hard for eight minutes; then sugar is 
added, pound for pound, and it is boiled ten 
minutes more, when it is put into the jam pots 
and tied down while hot. These parchment 
covers are used instead of our meta! tops for 
preserve jars. 3 

One of the ways of using the cream with 
jam is to put a layer of jam on a split (some- 
thing I imagine to be like a thin biscuit), then 
a layer of clouted cream on top of this. If the 
splits are round, it takes a big mouth to eat this 
combination, but nowadays, the lady from Corn- 
wall says, the splits are made long and thin. 


— 

A jam recommended by her family and her- 
self, to be made when the fresh fruit jams give 
out, is as follows: 

APRICOT JAM.—One pound of dried apricots, 
three pounds of granulated sugar. one-half an 


ounce of bitter almonds, three pints of cold 


water. Soak the apricots 
night (of course, they should be thoroughly 
washed first). and in the morning boil them 
until quite tender. Then add the sugar and 
almonds (blanched) and boil another half an 
hour, or until the mixture sets. This makes 
mtb pounds of jam, and will cost about 30 
cents. 

AUNT SARAH'S STONE CREAM. — Place 
some jam at the bottom of the dish, make 
corn flour (corn starch) blanc mange, and 
while it is hot pour it over the jam. After it 
has set a littte pour cream over the whole.

Conditions which gave rise to trouble in 
the old world tended to reproduce themselves 
in Australia in the young and growing in- 
dustries. Factory workers had to contend 
with the absence of security for a living 
wage, unsatisfactory sanitation in their sur- 
roundings, and the unchecked and unscru- 
pulous competition of Chinese in certain 
trades. 


New Law to Improve Conditions. 

As aresult of the agitation which followed 
the report of the commission, the factories 
and shops act 1884 was passed. It provided 


| for the suppression of any evils, especially 


in respect of accommodation and length of 
hours, but it did not contribute to the better- 
ment of workers or apprentices. 

A royal commission, in 1895, dealt especial- 
ly with matters not considered by the first 
commission. Many of its recommendations 
were incorporated in the act of 1900 and the 
Victorian law on the subject was completely 
codified in 1905. 

The general movement for ameliorating 
the condition of the factory worker has pro- 
gressed along two lines. 


cope with existing evils. This legislation has 
been accompanied by a revision of public con- 
sciousness as to what constitutes evils. 10 
put it another way, legislation has effected a 
marked improvement in conditions, but the 
public keeps demanding further improve- 
ment. This. is as it should be, and as it is ag 
a rule in every reform. 

Originally Victoria had the most complete 
system of industrial legislatign. The other 
States gradually adopted the Victorian stat- 
utes, either en bloc or with amendments sug- 
gested by local conditions. One state at least 
has gone ahead of the Victorian statutes, but 
all of the states have stuck to certain pro- 
visions for registration, administration, rec- 
ordkeeping, etc. 


Summary of the Laws. 

Knibbs summarizes them as follows: 

(a) acteries are defined to be places where 
a certain number of persons are employed 
in making or preparing goods for trade or 
sale, or in which steam or other power is 
employed. In some states the employment

Guarding Against Accident. 


D Provision, safeguarding against acci- 
dent, is made for the fencing off and proper 
care of machinery, vats, and other dangerous 
Structures. Women and young persons are 
forbidden: to clean machinery which is in 
motion or work between fixed and traversing 
parts of self-acting machinery while it is in 
motion. Dangerous trades are specified, for 
which a minimum wage is fixed. Notice of 
accidents must be sent to the district in- 
spector. (Dangerous trades are generally 
under the administration of boards of 
health.) 

(m) Provision is made for the stamping of 
furniture in order to disclose the manufac- 
ture and whether it is made by European 
or Chinese labor. 

(n) Minimum wage provisions are inserted. 
Premiums to employers are forbidden. 

(o) Sanitation and ventilation must be at- 
‘tended to and fresh drinking water supplied. 
Separate and adequate sanitary conveniences 
for each sex are required. 

(p) Shopkeepers are required to provide 
proper seating accommodation for female 
employés. (In some states this is the sub- 
ject of special legislation.) 

(g) A dressing room for females must be 
provided in factories the manufacturing 
process of which requires a change of dress. 

(r) There must. be adequate protection 
against fire, and efficient fire escapes. 

( Wide powers of regulation are granted 
.to the executive and large penalties imposed 
including a penalty by way of compensation 
to any person injured or the family of any 
person killed through failure to fence in ma- 
chinery or other dangerous structures. 


Limit on Hours of Work. 


The law does not limit the hours of work 
for adult males, except in New Zealand, 
which restricts the work of males over 16 
to forty-eight hours a week. The limitation 
of the hours of work for women and children 
will be considered at another time. 

Each state has certain regulations which 
have to do with meals and workrooms. In 
four states, meals are forbidden while work 
is going on. In New Zealand, if the num- 
ber of workers exceeds four, a suitable room 
must be provided. In Tasmania, meals may 
not be taken in rooms where employés are 
working. In three states, the minister may 
forbid meals where work is going on or may 
require: that suitable eating-rooms be pro- 
vided. 

All states require factories to be clean, 
wholesome and well ventilated. Overcrowd- 
ing is forbidden and unhealthy persons may 
be suspended from work. Certain states for- 
bid bakeries being used as sleeping houses. 
Ail require adequate protection against fire. 
New Zealand requires thai goods, clothing, 
etc., be disinfected where necessary, that 
pure drinking water be provided, and that 
the factory be cleaned at least once in four- 
teen months. 

In all states dangerous machinery must be 
fenced in and in all but two the employment 
of women and boys at dangerous machinery 
is forbidden. . In New Zealand any machine 
may be prohibited by the inspector as dan- 
gerous. Five states of the commonwealth 
and New Zea!and lay down a minimum wage 
and do not permit prem.ums or bonuses on 
behalf of apprentices.

Wheat prices displayed unexpected firm- 
ness yesterday in the face of liberal receipts 
nerth west and lower Liverpool cables. Prices 
at the close were ½ to %@%c higher. Liver- 
pool came %@%4 off, Antwerp was e lower, 
Berlin and Budapest unchanged, and Paris 
unchanged to e up. The fact that foreign 
markets showed no concern over the warlike 
developments in the Balkans was expected to 


operate against prices in this market. 

However, there were a good many buying 
orders at the opening and prices rallied im- 
mediately after a little lower range. Com- 
mission houses, led by Armour and local 
Shorts, were good buyers, and Logan-Bryan 
also bought considerable wheat. Selling was 
scattered, Barrett and Bartlett-Frazier being 
the leaders on that side. 


World’s Shipments Larger. 

Argentine stffipments were 712,000 bu; India, 
1,628,000 bu, and Australian,.632,000 bu. Clear- 
ances from this country and Canada were 
5,786,000 bu, against 2.542.000 bu a year ago. 
Total world’s. shipments estimatéd about 
12,600,000 bu, or 2.500, 000 bu more than A year 
ago. Clearances for the day were 517,000 bu. 

Weather conditions were less favorable in 
the northwest. However, receipts were large 
in the northwest, 1.078 cars, against 675 cars 
a year ago. Primary receipts were 1.965.000 
bu, against 1,253,000 bua yearago. Winnipeg 
receipts were 1,070 cars, against 875 cars a 
year ago. Minneapolis stocks increased 990,-

Export Sales Are Liberal.
